Against Polio 


Infantile paralysis is spreading 
through the southern part of the 
province, and although there are 
as yet no cases within the Foot¬ 
hills District, it would be wise for 
everyone to take such precautions 
as are available to prevent the 
spread of the disease. 

1. Public gatherings of all 
kinds should be avoided whenever 
possible, especially by children. 

2. Adequate food and rest are 
essential. Resistance is diminished 
by over-exertion, fatigue, and de¬ 
bilitating operations, such as ton¬ 
sillectomies, which may safely be 
left until a later date. 

3. Great care should be taken 
in the preservation of food. Flies 
should be avoided at all costs, and 
any food which has been exposed 
to them should be discarded. 

" 4. The disease starts with the 
common symptoms of cold or ’flu, 
'and anyone with these would be 
wise to get in touch with their 
doctor and report any unusual 
symptoms.

Municipality Purchases 
New Gravel Crusher 


A new gravel crusher has been 
purchased by the Municipal Dis¬ 
trict of Vulcan and will be in use 
shortly. 

Costing $25,000, the big mach¬ 
ine is expected to pay for itself 
in about three years through the 
savings to the municipality on the 
cost of crushed gravel. Crushing 
and loading of gravel by private 
, contractors has been costing the 
municipal district 75c per cubic 
yard and It is estimated that by 
operating their own crusher a 
saving of about 40 cents per yard 
will be effected. With municipal 
road crews using about 25,000 yd. 
of crushed rock each year the sav¬ 
ing will be around $10,000 a year.

Convention in 
Eastern Canada

Among the delegates to the con¬ 
vention ol the Agricultural Insti¬ 
tute of Canada which was held at 
the Ontario Agricultural college 
at Guelph was D. H. Galbraith of 
Bowness, a charter member of the 
Organization, formerly of Vulcan 
and Nantoii. Mr. Galbraith was a 
graduate of the college and Mrs. 
Galbraith a graduate of Macdon¬ 
ald Institute which is affiliated 
with O. A. C. Mr. Galbraith espec¬ 
ially backed the idea of holding 
over until next convention the 
Cook report because less than half 
of the 21 locals of the A.I.C. had 
reported in time for the con¬ 
vention. 

The Cook report consists of sev¬ 
eral recommendations involving ’ 
reorganization of the Dominion 
committees of the Department of 
Agriculture to give power to make 
grants-in-aid of research work at 
universities; the establishment of 
regional laboratories on university 
sites; provincial or regional com¬ 
mittees to ensure co-ordination of 
federal and provincial expendi¬ 
tures; reorganization of experi¬ 
mental farm and science services 
and the formation of an Agricul¬ 
tural Reaserch council function¬ 
ing under the Privy Council for 
scientific and industrial research. 

In connection with the conven¬ 
tion and reunion of O.A.C. gradu¬ 
ates. the Guelph Daily Mercury 
speaks of Mr. Galbraith and his 
wife as follows;

Clear, Warm Weather 
Is Big Need Now; 

Rye Being Swathed 

“The best crop to be seen any r 
where are right in this part of 
Alberta.” So say those who have 
been travelling throughout Alber¬ 
ta and the other western provin¬ 
ces this past week. And t is a 
statement easy to believe, for ev¬ 
erywhere in this district, south to 
Nobleford and east to Milo and 
Ix>mond, the crops stand tall and 
heavy. 

Last week’s three-inch rainfall, 
one of the best and most timely 
rains within recollection, was the 
crowning touch to a grbwing sea¬ 
son that has seen sufficient, and 
at times almost un overabundance, 
of moisture. Whether they be 
wheat, rye or flax. Crops are uni¬ 
formly good throughout this area. 
Spring wheat is considered to be 
ten days to two weeks late, but 
heads are filling well. One of the. 
best rye crops ever seen in this 
district is now falling before the 
swather and good yields are an¬ 
ticipated."* 

The Reid Hill district will har¬ 
vest a fine crop if all goes well. 
This district was heavily hit in 
Inst year’s big hail storm and the 
better-than-average crop that is 
in sight will be compensation of 
sorts for last year's loss. Crops in 
the Milo district are reported to 
be the best in the province. 

The wish now is for clear, warm 
weather. Favorable conditions 
would see the wheat harvest'un¬ 
der way in three to four weeks 
time, it is estimated. 

Plebiscite On 
Rural Power 

Alberta’s Social Credit govern¬ 
ment has announced that a plebi¬ 
scite pn • rural electrification will 
be held in conjunction with the 
provincial general elections Aug. 
17. . 

The Social Credit platform for 
the election said rural electrifica¬ 
tion 'has become a necessary part 
of a comprehensive program for 
farm and farm - home improve¬ 
ment. 

The plebiscite will ask voters 
whether they prefer electrification 
by private companies or by the 
Alberta power commission. 

Rural electrifiation was one of 
the most-debated issues at last 
winter’s session of the provincial 
legislature and indications are it 
will be one of the major questions 
discussed by candidates in the el¬ 
ection campaign.

9. It believes that the problem of 
juvenile delinquency should be 
given constructive consideration 
along the following lines: 

(a) ThaJ juvenile court judges 
in urban centres should be paid 
an adequate stipend by the 
province; 

(a) That adequate and properly 
supervised detention homes should 
be provided; 

(c) That provision should be 
made for advising and assisting 
Juvenile delinquents and their par¬ 
ents or guardians; 

(d) That a system of vocational 
training should be provided for de¬ 
linquent children. 

10. It Deiieves that there should 
be a gradual reduction in taxation 
from wartime levels by practising 
the utmost economy in govern¬ 
mental spending It advocates a 
complete survey of all governmen¬ 
tal activities to the end that costs 
may be reduced, having regard at 
all times for the continuance of 
the necessary services we are ex¬ 
pected to provide for the welfare 
of the people. 

1L It believes that the senior gov¬ 
ernment should accept the respon¬ 
sibility of such social services as 
health, child welfare, old age pen¬ 
sions, and mothers' allowances, 
thereby relieving our municipali¬ 
ties, both urban and rural, of 
those heavy charges which should 
not be a direct levy against real 
property. , 

12. It believes that there should 
be a definite and uniform Domin¬ 
ion labor policy. Under such a pol¬ 
icy. both employers and employees 
should have the right to select 
their own form of bargaining or¬ 
ganizations. without interference 
from any government authority, 
and that there must be no dis¬ 
crimination directed against any 
workman because of his member¬ 
ship in a legitimate trades’ union. 

It believes in compulsory arbitra¬ 
tion of all industrial disputes, and 
that, in the appointment of policy¬ 
forming and fact-finding commis- 


1. The Independent movement is 
non-partisan to the extent that it 
does not admit either the necessity 
or the desirability of maintaining 
a provincial regimentation similar 
to that which obtains in the Do¬ 
minion field. 

2. It was developed as a protec¬ 
tionist Movement to guard the in¬ 
terests and rights of property ow¬ 
ners, taxpayers, and citizens in 
general with the slogan, “Province 
before Party”. 

3. It recognizes agriculture as the 
basic Industry of the province, and 
deplores the meagre share of each 
spendable dollar which this indus¬ 
try now receives—one of the 
anallest in the Dominion. With 
this in mind, it pledges itself to 
s more equitable distribution of 
public expenditures. 

4. It believes that Education In a 
democracy is one of the most im¬ 
portant of public services, - and 
that everything possible should be 
done to see that this service is 
(ully rendered. This implies that 
every child with the ability to 
learn should have the fullest op¬ 
portunity to do so. In accordance 
With this belief, a greater share 
of the cost of Education must be 
borne by the government, thus 
easing the burden of taxes on land 
and real property. 

5. In view of the .unsatisfactory 
condition of many provincial 
roads, it believes that this phase 
ol public works should be removed 

? | ntirely from political contrOl. and 
hat a non-partisan group of ex¬ 
perts should be employed to make 
a thorough study of our road 
problems. 

6. It believes that a greater share 
of gasoline, fuel oil taxes, and car 
and truck license fees, should be 
given to the municipalities by way 
of grants to assist in the building 
of rural roads.

13. It favors more generous treat¬ 
ment of old age and blind pen¬ 
sioners. including the elimination 
from old age pension regulations 
of any restrictions of a pensioner’s 
supplementary earnings. It pled¬ 
ges itself to work in harmony with 
the Old Age Pensioners' Society 
of Alberta in .an effort to improve 
the lot of these unfortupate but 
deserving people. 

14. It believes in the continuance 
of private enterprise and personal 
niitiative in business, but not to 
the point whore such ownership 
may result in monopolies and car¬ 
tels. It believes, also that the en¬ 
couragement of co-operative act¬ 
ivities should be a primary func* 
tion of the provincial government. 

15. It believes that there should 
be absolutely no political interfer¬ 
ence in the conduct of the Civil 
Service, and that in making ap¬ 
pointments and promotions in the 
Service these should be made on 
the basis of merit and seniority, 
and in no case be given as a re¬ 
ward for political service. 

1G. It believes that there might 
well be a material reduction in 
the number of members in the 
Legislature, and, as a basis for 
discussion, suggests the election of 
two members (and certainly not 
more than three) for each area 
now constituting a ^Dominion rid¬ 
ing, thus reducing the total mem¬ 
bership to 34. In addition, it sug¬ 
gests that in the election of mepi- 
bers to these two or three-mem¬ 
ber constituencies, the P. R. sys¬ 
tem should be applied. 

17. It reaffirms its belief in the 
democratic form of government as 
we now have it in Canada, and 
in the democratic way of life for 
every individual. It believes that 
the Federal government (since it 
is elected in the same democratic 
way as is the provincial govern¬ 
ment) is entitled to the fullest co¬ 
operation of every provincial gov¬ 
ernment in the working out of 
plans for the betterment of the 
Canadian people. It therefore pled¬ 
ges itself to work in the fullest 
harmony with whatever govern¬ 
ment may be in power at Ottawa.

Food And Rationing 

Everybody In Canada is greatly 
interested in . the food situation 
in England and many conflicting 
stories have been told. Here is 
what I found. 

One if the most remarkable 
changes since I was here in 1942 
is found in the shops. Where 
windows were absolutely bare in 
1942, they are filled with mer¬ 
chandise of all kinds today. Stores 
Which in 1942 were almost empty 
with large sections roped off. are 
groaning under the load of goods 

But here Is the rub, these goods 
are most difficult to buy due to 
the mass of red- tape and restric¬ 
tions, for rationing In England is 
a fearful thing to experience 
English people are tied down by 
restrictions and bureaucratic rules 
and regulations to an unbeliev¬ 
able extent. 

I confess that I cannot under¬ 
stand much of it, but I find that 
many people who have been here 
ever since before the war are 
just as puzzled as I am. 

First thing on arrival at Black¬ 
pool my wife and I had to go 
to the central food control office 
to get our ration books, for one 
cannot get along without them. 

It took us a whole morning to 
stand in line, get national regis¬ 
tration cards, sign numbers of 
forms, most of which we knew 
nothing about, and finally receive 
books and coupons for meat, pre¬ 
serves, sugar, cheese, butter and 
fats, bacon,
